Sexual  intercourse 
is  simulated  when  it  depicts  sexual  intercourse  which  gives  the 
appearance  of  the  consummation  of  sexual  intercourse,  normal  or 
perverted.

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TROY  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  and  active  year  for  the  Troy 
Conservation  Commission.  It  is  our  smcere  desire  to  continue  to  expand  our 
work  m  this  coming  year  for  the  residents  of  Troy. 

During  the  year  2000.  the  Troy  Conservation  Commission 
sponsored  two  (2)  town  cleanup  days,  one  in  May  and  the  second  this  past 
October.  Both  were  most  successful  and  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the 
volunteers  and  local  busmesses  that  contributed  to  the  effort.  Additionally, 
last  April  we  hosted  an  evening  seminar  that  featured  Franklin  Pierce 
College  professor.  John  Harris,  who  shared  his  work  on  the  Monadnock 
Institute.  His  presentation  mcluded  written  work  of  a  Troy  student  at 
Franklin  Pierce  College  describing  Troy  as  it  defined  her  sense  of  place  in 
the  Monadnock  Region.  A  copy  of  her  paper  was  given  to  the  Troy 
Historical  Society". 

The  Troy  Conservation  Commission  also  sponsored  a  discussion, 
followed  by  questions,  regarding  the  proposed  Route  12  by-pass  with  NH 
DOT  representative  m  late  May.  We  are  continuing  the  conservation  with  a 
proposal  to  NH  DOT  regarding  a  "Thoreau  Trail"  beginning  here  in  Troy 
and  leading  to  Mount  Monadnock.  Keep  an  eye  on  future  Troy  Town  News 
for  updates' 

As  part  of  the  "Monadnock  Millennium",  we  planted  trees  and 
shrubs  at  our  Town  Library,  and  with  the  help  cf  Troy  Elementary  School 
students,  planted  additional  "wildlife  shrubs"  at  the  school  to  begm  a 
wildlife  garden.  In  addition,  we  assisted  the  6th  grade  students  at  Camp 
Takodah  to  initiate  a  global  biodiversity  research  project. 

Finally,  we  have  been  keeping  current  with  town  issues  regarding 
growth  and  development.  Members  of  our  commission  have  assisted  with 
wetland  analysis  requests  and  reviewing  site  plans  for  possible 
development. 

This  coming  year  we  hope  to  mcrease  our  support  to  the  various 
Troy  Town  Committees  and  Troy  Elementary  School  conservation  projects. 
As  always,  you  are  most  welcome  to  attend  our  monthly  meetings  (usually 
held  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  4:30  m  the  Town  Library)?  check 
The  Troy  Town  News  calendar.

2000  Librarian's  Report 

The  library's  first  full  year  in  the  renovated  and  expanded 
building  saw  substantial  increases  in  patron  visits,  materials 
circulation,  event  programming,  registered  borrowers,  and  use 
of  the  meeting  room  and  computers.  Building  improvements 
continued,  including  better  lighting  in  the  children's  room,  a 
copper  drip  deflector  over  the  book  return,  and  new  outdoor 
signage. 

About  80  children  participated  in  the  summer  reading 
program,  Reading  Cats  and  Dogs,  which  culminated  with  a 
performance  by  musicians  Julie  &  Brownie.  Saturday  story 
and  craft  sessions  attracted  scores  of  children  and  their 
parents.  The  library  teamed  with  the  elementary  school  to 
sponsor  the  Great  Stone  Face  Book  Award,  as  well  as  story 
and  craft  with  children  in  Head  Start.  October's  Halloween 
Costume  Party  and  December's  Holiday  Party  drew  large 
crowds.  The  inaugural  Family  Game  Night  became  a  monthly 
mainstay. 

The  library  was  proud  to  highlight  local  talent.  In  the 
spring,  Sidne  Lewis  conducted  an  egg-decorating  workshop 
and  Lynn  Smith  exhibited  her  scenic  photographs.  In  the 
summer,  Mike  Smith  showed  Monadnock  Impressions,  a 
photographic  collection.  Students  from  the  elementary  school 
exhibited  sunflower  collages  and  Native  American  projects. 

In  July,  Darcy  Doyle  retired  as  library  director  after  a  dozen 
years  of  service.  In  her  honor,  a  retirement  party  was  held  and 
a  trust  fund  established  to  benefit  special  library  projects.  With 
her  guidance,  the  library  underwent  major  improvements, 
including  automated  circulation,  patron  computers  with 
Internet  access,  and  the  building  renovation  and  addition 
completed  in  May  of  1999.  Thank  you,  Darcy,  for  your 
dedication  and  leadership. 
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The  library  owes  much  of  its  success  to  the  dozens  of 
volunteers  who  support  its  smooth  functioning.  Kathleen 
Marrotte,  organizer  of  two  book  sales,  spearheaded 
fundraising  efforts.  John  Gove  donated  his  time  and 
maintained  our  computer  technology.  Judy  Mentzer,  Lynn 
Smith,  and  Bernadette  Quinn  were  faithful  evening  volunteers. 
And  the  library  trustees  -  Marilou  Bisaccio,  Gus  McLeavy, 
and  Bernadette  Quinn  -  governed  the  library's  operations, 
balancing  a  sense  of  duty  with  a  sense  of  humor.  Thanks  to 
everyone  who  has  helped  in  any  and  all  ways. 

Beginning  January  of  2001,  the  library  increased  open 
hours  to  cover  five  days  per  week.  The  trustees  and  staff  of 
Gay-Kimball  Library  extend  a  warm  welcome  to  all  residents.

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TROY  HERITAGE  COMMISSION 

The  year  2000  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Heritage  Commission. 

Beginning  in  January  we  offered  3  well  publicized  information 
events  to  provide  facts  about  the  proposed  National  Register  Historic 
District.  The  January  event  was  held  at  Gay-Kimball  Library  and  featured 
Christine  Fonda,  NH  National  Register  Coordinator.  A  table  at  the  Troy 
Craft  Fair  in  July  provided  a  "bag  of  information"  for  approximately  100 
people.  A  September  meeting  hold  at  Gay-Kimball  Library  featured  the 
expertise  of  Christine  Fonda,  NH  National  Register  Coordinator;  Jennifer 
Goodman,  Director  of  Inherit  NH;  John  Colony  III,  Harrisville  Historic 
Preservation  Leader;  and  Pia  and  Richard  Lawrence,  Troy  National 
Register  property  owners.  Concurrently  we  are  running  fund  drives  to  pay 
for  expenses  incurred  in  this  project. 

This  year  we  presented  22  copies  of  "Troy  the  way  it  was"  to  Troy 
Elementary  School  for  use  as  a  local  history  text. 

Our  lecture  series  was  moved  to  March,  April,  and  May.  They  are 
held  at  Gay-Kimball  Library  and  were  very  well  attended.  The  speakers 
were  supported  by  3  separate  grants  from  the  NH  Humanities  Council.  The 
March  speaker  was  Jere  Daniell,  Dartmouth  History  Professor.  His  topic 
was  "The  Mills  of  Troy."  In  April  David  Watters  spoke  about  "New 
England  Graveyards".  Winifred  Sullivan  presented  the  May  program  on 
"Sarah  Orne  Jewett's  book,  "The  Country  of  the  Pointed  Firs." 

December  found  a  large  group  of  the  Carol  Sing  in  the  nearly  new 
bandstand.  We  recreated  a  custom  dating  to  the  Civil  War  accompanied  by 
a  youthful  brass  quartet  and  a  warm  fire.  At  the  same  time  the  PTO 
presented  their  Bridge  of  Joy  to  the  delight  of  Troy's  children. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Heritage  Commission  members  for  their 
support  during  the  year  and  the  Historic  District  Task  Force  (Marcia  Press, 
Iver  Olsen,  Victoria  Hawkins,  and  Richard  Lawrence)  for  time  and  effort 
spent  in  behalf  of  the  Historic  District.

Track  lighting  is  partially  installed  in  the  second  floor  museum  and 
materials  are  on  hand  for  badly  needed  wall  outlets.  At  present  (4)  outlets 
serve  the  49  x  29  foot  space. 

Interior  paint  has  been  purchased  and  the  walls  have  been  cleaned 
in  preparation  for  the  painting.  Time  is  the  elusive  factor,  the  important 
element  needed  for  volunteers  to  do  the  essential  work  of  maintaining 
records  and  creating  displays. 

A  goal  of  2001  must  be  to  recruit  a  volunteer  force  of  workers  who 
will  donate  a  few  hours  each  week  or  month.  Budget  requests  for  the  year 
200 1  will  include  some  expenditure  of  funds  for  the  technical  help  to  get 
workers  started. 

The  membership  feels  that  a  proper  start  will  lead  to  progress. 
Progress  will  mean  an  attractive  museum,  well  lighted  and  with  a  growing 
file  of  artifacts  and  records.  Your  historic  museum  should  be  an  ever 
changing  showplace  with  regular  viewing  hours.  Video,  audio,  computer, 
and  upright  files  should  be  ever  expanding  and  available  to  all. 

Grant  money  for  restoring  the  Depot  is  close  to  being  spendable 
and  work  at  restoring  the  Depot  might  commence  as  early  as  spring.  While 
grant  funds  may  be  headed  one's  way,  cash  in  hand  is  a  drawn-out  process. 
A  restored  train  depot  would  make  a  fine  welcome  center  and  mini  museum. 
Citizens  need  reminding  that  the  original  depot  pot  bellied  stove  has  been 
located  and  negotiations  are  underway  to  have  it  one  again  glowing  in  its 
rightful  place.

The  Industrial  Development  Authority  (IDA)  has  continued  to 
maintain  and  refresh  the  computer  web  page  about  Troy  at 
htt://town.troy.nh.us.  Our  web  page  now  presents  the  text  of  articles  from 
the  TROY  TOWN  NEWS  each  month  as  well  as  information  about  Troy 
businesses,  local  attractions,  history  and  demographics.  Submission  of 
material  to  be  included  in  the  web  site  is  always  welcome. 

The  Town  has  received  approval  of  reimbursement  under  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  Transportation  Enhancement  (TE)  program  for  costs  of 
restoring  the  Cheshire  Railroad  Depot  in  Troy.  Because  of  the  unique 
historical  status  of  the  Depot  the  TE  program  requires  careful  architectural 
and  engineering  planning  to  be  approved  at  the  state  level  before 
rehabilitation  can  be  undertaken.  It  is  expected  that  this  approval  can  be 
gained  in  2001  so  that  contracts  for  the  restoration  work  can  be  undertaken 
with  completion  late  in  that  year  or  early  in  2002.  The  project  will  make  a 
significant  contribution  to  improving  the  Common  and  Depot  areas  as 
centers  for  tourism  and  service  to  visitors. 

The  IDA  urges  Troy  residents  to  be  mindful  of  the  many 
businesses  offering  goods  and  services  in  the  Town.  We  have  at  least  60 
firms  providing  "around  the  coiner"  convenience  and  quality.

The  Monadnock  Advisory  Commission  is  charged  by  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  under  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  (RSA)  258:1  to  advise 
and  guide  the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development  in  the 
management  of  their  lands  and  the  leased  lands  of  the  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests  and  the  Town  of  Jaffrey.  The 
properties  are  located  on  Mt.  Monadnock,  Gap  Mountain,  and  Little 
Monadnock  Mountain. 

The  main  focus  of  the  Commission  this  year  is  to  create  a  new 
Master  Plan  in  order  to  ensure  that  Monadnock  Mountain  maintains  its 
vitality  for  the  critters  who  use  it  as  a  source  of  life,  challenges  those 
people  who  use  it  as  a  source  of  recreation,  and  maintains  its  integrity 
while  being  the  most  heavily  used  park  in  the  state.  It  continues  to  be  a 
source  of  inspiration  and  great  memories  for  the  130,000  individuals  who 
visited  this  year. 

To  that  end,  a  steering  committee  has  been  meeting  monthly  to 
hash  out  a  myriad  of  concerns  and  to  come  to  a  consensus  on  a  plan  that 
will  assure  a  healthy  Monadnock  Mountain.  As  an  example,  the  ability  to 
connect  to  other  large  parcels  via  "greenbelts"  is  essential  in  order  to 
maintain  a  large  and  healthy  population  of  wildlife.  We  hope  the  Master 
Plan  will  become  a  great  advocate  for  these  links. 

The  public  is  encouraged  to  contact  Commission  members  with 
suggestions  and  comments.

Applications,  Site  Plans,  and  the  creation  of  an  "Adult  Oriented  Ordinance 
and  a  Telecommunication  Ordinance.  The  board  heard  the  following:

A  special  thanks  to  Carol  Ogilvie,  SWRPC,  advisor  to  our  board 
for  her  expertise,  clerical,  and  moral  support. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  7:00pm  in  the  town  hall.  The  board  is  looking  for  new  members 
with  fresh  ideas  in  the  future  planning  of  the  Town  of  Troy.  Anyone 
wishing  to  donate  his  or  her  time  (2)  meetings  a  month  will  be  welcome.

The  year  2000  was  a  very  positive  year  for  the  Troy  Police 
Department.  This  was  my  first  full  year  as  your  Police  Chief  and  it 
brought  many  demands  and  rewards. 

The  Troy  Police  Department,  at  full  strength,  is  comprised  of 
three  full-time  Police  Officers  (including  myself),  four  pan-time 
Police  Officers,  a  part-time  Secretary,  and  a  pan-time  Animal 
Control  Officer.  In  February,  we  hired  three  pan-time  officers  to  fill 
vacancies.  Since  then,  one  has  resigned.  In  December,  we  began 
the  hiring  process  to  fill  the  vacant  pan-time  position.  The  pan-time 
academy  begins  2  24  01. 

I  regard  training  as  a  very  important  component  of  quality 
policing.  Our  officers  need  to  be  provided  with  the  opportunity  to 
attend  the  latest  training  programs  available  so  they  can  better  serve 
our  community,  improve  professionalism  and  protect  the  Town  of 
Troy  from  liability  issues.  This  past  year  we  initiated  our  goal  of 
providing  these  training  opportunities.  We  will  continue  to  provide 
training  opportunities  even'  year.  Among  the  training  programs  our 
personnel  attended  this  year  were.  Stalking  Investigations,  Policing 
with  a  Personal  Touch.  DWI  Investigation.  Leadership  and  Quality 
Policing,  the  FBI  Law  Enforcement  Executive  Development 
Program.  Firearms.  Defensive  Tactics  and  more. 

In  March  of  2000.  we  integrated  a  new  Information 
Management  System  into  our  operations.  This  state-of-the-art 
computer  program  is  user  friendly.  Among  its  benefits  are:  it  allows 
our  officers  to  complete  required  paperwork  in  a  timely  manner, 
allows  for  easy  access  to  the  information  and  improves  the 
professional  reports  we  bring  to  court.  Over  100  police  agencies 
throughout  New  Hampshire  are  now  using  this  system.  One  of  the 
goals  of  this  system  is  to  provide  police  agencies  the  ability  to 
access  up-to-date  information  from  all  sources  In  police  work, 
information  is  a  key  element.  It  can  be  referred  to  as.  what  gasoline 
is  to  an  automobile. 
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During  the  summer  of  2000,  The  Troy  Police  Department 
became  the  first  police  department  in  the  state  to  successfully 
investigate  and  prosecute  a  "head  shop".  We  had  received 
numerous  concerns  from  residents  about  a  shop  on  North  Main 
Street  that  was  selling  drug  paraphernalia  and  that  teenagers  were 
frequenting  the  business.  After  a  successful  undercover 
investigation,  a  search  warrant  was  executed  and  drug  paraphernalia 
and  marijuana  was  seized.  The  owner  was  convicted  and  the  shop 
closed.  As  part  of  the  conviction  and  penalties  imposed,  the  owner 
had  to  make  a  $1,500  donation  to  the  Town  of  Troy  DARE 
Program. 

The  Fall  of  2000  saw  the  Town  of  Troy  partner  with  the  Towns 
of  Swanzey,  Chesterfield,  Walpole  and  Sullivan  in  hiring  a  Regional 
Prosecutor  to  assist  in  handling  the  ever  increasing  case  load  of  adult 
and  juvenile  criminal  cases.  Attorney  John  Vorder  Bruegge  was 
hired  after  a  lengthy  selection  process  and  his  professional 
experience  and  training  will  be  a  valuable  tool  to  us.  It  will  help  in 
reducing  the  amount  of  time  our  police  officers  have  to  travel  to 
Keene  to  handle  court  cases.  This  will  help  increase  the  amount  of 
time  our  officers  will  be  available  to  patrol  the  Town  of  Troy. 

During  2000,  the  Troy  Police  Department  started  working  with 
a  group  of  youth  and  adult  community  members  to  finish  the  Skate 
Park.  With  their  assistance,  the  park  now  has  concrete  ramps  added 
to  the  existing  wooden  ones  constructed  several  years  ago.  The 
wooden  ones  had  been  in  disrepair  and  they  have  since  been 
refurbished.  The  project  continues  to  require  money  and  community 
participation  to  assist  in  our  efforts.  Through  various  fundraisers, 
local  contributions,  and  a  Cheshire  County  Youth  Profile  Grant,  we 
have  been  able  to  raise  over  $9,000  towards  the  completion  of  the 
Skate  Park.  More  is  needed.  I  believe  our  youth  is  one  of  Troy's 
greatest  resources  and  we  need  to  continually  recognize  this. 

I  am  planning  to  extend  the  time  between  purchases  of  new 
police  cruisers.  Faced  with  the  increasing  costs  of  new  vehicles,  I 
think  proper  maintenance  and  care  should  allow  us  to  keep  our 
vehicles  6  months  to  one  year  longer  than  usual.  Currently,  our 
1997  Crown  Vic  has  68,000  miles  and  the  1999  Expedition  has 
30,000  miles.   Emergency  vehicles  need  to  be  kept  in  top  condition 
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to  be  able  to  meet  the  demands  of  emergency  service.  I  would  also 
like  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  the  Police  Department,  or  Town, 
purchasing  an  "Administrative"  car.  This  vehicle  would  be  a  fuel- 
efficient  vehicle  that  would  be  used  to  handle  official  duties  out  of 
town.  We  often  have  to  go  to  Concord.  Keene.  and  a  host  of  other 
locations  on  a  regular  basis.  We  take  the  marked  patrol  car,  which  is 
not  the  most  fuel-efficient.  That  also  adds  to  the  mileage  and  wear 
and  tear  on  these  vehicles.  An  available  "Administrative"  car  would 
certainly  increase  the  life  span  of  our  fleet  and  cut  down  on  our  fuel 
costs.  I  would  also  like  the  Town's  opinion  on  a  police  motorcycle. 
I  have  found  a  program  that  allows  Police  Departments  to  lease  new 
Harley  Davidson  motorcycles  for  approximately  $700  year.  A  new- 
motorcycle  is  delivered  to  replace  the  existing  one  each  year  a 
department  participates.  This  could  be  a  positive  program  for  our 
town,  in  public  relations,  economy  and  versatility. 

I  am  very  proud  to  be  a  member  of  The  Troy  Police 
Department.  Troy  is  fortunate  to  have  caring  and  conscientious 
personnel  in  their  Police  Department.  I  would  like  to  thank  each  and 
every7  one  of  our  officers  and  support  staff  for  their  work  ethic  and 
job  performance. 

I  encourage  members  of  the  community  to  get  to  know  their 
police  officers.  Stop  in  to  the  station,  ask  questions,  and  learn  what 
we  do.  I  think  it  is  important  for  us  to  have  a  partnership  with  the 
community  we  serve.  I  think  you'll  like  what  you  see  and  hear.  Our 
officers  help  keep  Troy  a  safe  community  to  reside  in  and  to  do 
business  in.  It  is  however,  a  very  busy  community  with  regards  to 
police  activities.

During  the  year  2000,  over  180  complaints  regarding  both  domestic 
and  wild  animals  were  handled.  The  Town  of  Troy  employs  a  part- 
time  Animal  Control  Officer.  When  this  officer  is  unavailable, 
police  officers  respond  to  these  complaints.  During  the  past  year, 
the  Animal  Control  Officer  handled  49  calls  and  the  police  officers 
handled  the  balance. 

We  realize  that  animal  complaints,  especially  barking  and  roaming 
dogs,  are  quality  of  life  issues.  We  attempt  to  handle  these  calls  as 
quickly  and  efficiently  as  possible.

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IMPORTANT  REMINDER:  Vote  on  town  ordinances  and 
especially  on  the  school  budget!  Remember,  the  proposed  school 
budget  would  raise  Troy's  tax  bill  by  almost  70%! 

The  past  year  brings  to  mind  the  literary  phrase  "It  was  the 
best  of  times,  it  was  the  worst  of  times."  Our  town  faced,  and 
continues  to  face,  some  very  challenging  issues.  At  the  same  time  we 
feel  we  have  taken  strides  in  a  very  positive  direction  in  resolving 
some  long-standing  problems,  and  look  forward  optimistically  to 
continued  improvements  in  the  coming  year. 

The  best  part  of  this,  or  any,  year  is  the  dedicated  volunteers 
who  contribute  their  time  and  energy  to  serve  the  town.  There  are 
too  many  to  name,  and  it's  unfair  to  single  out  individuals  when 
everyone  is  important.  For  example,  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  Troy  Ambulance  Service  spend  countless  hours 
training  and  preparing  to  save  lives,  at  the  sacrifice  of  their  own 
personal  comfort  and  convenience.  We  are  truly  fortunate  to  have 
such  people  who  are  willing  to  develop  and  use  their  expertise  in  the 
service  of  their  fellow  townspeople.  Our  town  could  not  function 
without  such  unselfish  citizens,  and  we  should  all  thank  them  and  do 
whatever  we  can  to  pitch  in  and  help  by  joining  them  ourselves. 

While  we  are  on  the  topic  of  dedicated  volunteers  we  should 
mention  the  recent  resignation  of  Bob  Harkins  as  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  Bob  should  be  commended  for  many  years  of 
service  to  the  town,  and  his  presence  in  Town  Hall  will  certainly  be 
missed!  We  are  very  fortunate  that  a  former  Selectmen,  Jerry 
Callahan,  has  agreed  to  fill  the  vacant  seat  until  the  election  in  March, 
so  that  we  have  a  full  Board  to  deal  with  the  important  issues 
presently  facing  the  town. 
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We  should  also  give  thanks  to  all  our  town  employees,  who 
do  their  jobs  serving  the  public  and  who  all  deserve  more  reward  and 
appreciation  for  their  efforts  in  the  midst  of  the  challenges  and 
changes  facing  our  town.  The  most  dramatic  changes  came  from  the 
closing  of  the  landfill  and  initiating  our  transfer  station.  There  have 
been  some  teething  problems  and  uncomfortable  changes  as  we  have 
worked  our  way  through  this  process,  but  it  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction  for  the  future.  It's  not  a  dump  anymore,  and  the  pride  and 
enthusiasm  of  the  staff  is  shown  by  the  appearance  and  efficiency  of 
the  new  operation.  Another  department  worthy  of  praise  is  our  town 
highway  department,  for  doing  such  a  great  job  of  plowing  and 
sanding  despite  Mother  Nature's  worst  storms.  A  special  thanks  to 
Chief  Busick  and  his  officers  for  an  outstanding  job  this  year.  We 
should  also  thank  our  Town  Hall  staff,  Janet  McCullough,  Cindy 
Satas,  and  Ralph  Heald,  for  keeping  the  town  offices  running  as 
smoothly  as  they  do,  and  especially  for  keeping  our  financial  house  in 
order. 

Speaking  of  finances,  one  of  the  biggest  challenges  facing  the 
town  is  the  burden  placed  on  us  by  the  Monadnock  Regional  School 
District,  and  the  state's  continued  failure  to  solve  the  school  funding 
crisis.  Because  of  these  issues,  by  far  the  largest  portion  of  the  town 
tax  bill  is  beyond  local  control.  We  all  need  to  work  together  to 
control  educational  costs,  and  to  get  the  state  to  provide  a  fair  and 
equitable  method  of  funding  such  costs. 

Another  challenge  is  the  situation  with  Troy  Mills.  Again, 
our  town  government  cannot  control  this  situation,  we  can  only  react 
to  it.  We  are  working  hard  on  redevelopment  initiatives,  led  by  the 
Industrial  Development  Authority,  and  we  hope  everyone  in  town 
will  join  together  to  turn  this  challenge  into  a  positive  triumph  for  the 
entire  region.  One  of  the  first  specific  steps  that  the  Selectmen 
believe  should  be  taken  is  the  acquisition  of  the  Sand  Dam  recreation 
facility,  to  protect  the  investment  already  made  in  development  there. 
We  feel  the  facility  is  irreplaceable,  but  if  the  town  were  to  lose  it  we 
would  be  obligated  to  provide  a  replacement  under  the  terms  of  the 
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Federal  grants  used  to  fund  part  of  those  facilities.   This  would  be  a 
needless  expense  that  we  could  not  afford,  so  it  is  important  to  avoid 
it  by  acquiring  the  Sand  Dam  property. 

There  have  been  many  other  problems  and  challenges  that 
have  confronted  us  this  year,  among  them  the  proposed  adult 
bookstore,  the  two  petroleum  spills  on  town  property,  and  the 
recently  completed  reassessment.  Our  Planning  Board,  Conservation 
Committee,  Fire  Department,  and  Highway  Department  deserve 
particular  recognition  for  their  help  with  these  situations.  These  have 
all  been  difficult  and  trying  issues,  but  as  always  our  town  has  risen 
to  the  occasion  and  met  the  challenge. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who 
has  contributed  to  our  town's  positive  progress  over  the  past  year, 
and  ask  for  your  continued  support  and  participation  in  the  coming 
year.

The  Planning  Commission  with  a  service  area  covering  36 
municipalities  in  Cheshire,  Hillsborough  and  Sullivan  Counties,  is  one  of 
New  Hampshire's  nine  regional  planning  agencies  established  by  the  State 
Legislature  and  the  Region's  towns.  We  continue  to  provide  planning- 
related  assistance  to  member  communities  and  to  represent  the  Southwest 
Region  in  state  and  federal  programs.

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TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

There  are  2,200  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire 
Wardens  throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
serveral  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  The  number  of  fires 
reported  during  the  2000  fire  season  was  below  average  as  referenced  in  the 
statistics  below.  Despite  this,  our  network  of  fire  towers  and  detection 
patrols  were  still  quite  busy  with  the  fire  towers  being  first  to  report  over 
135  fires.  These  fires  were  quickly  and  accurately  reported  to  the  local  fire 
department  for  their  prompt  and  effective  suppression  efforts.  Wildland 
fires  occuring  in  areas  where  homes  are  situated  in  the  woodlands  are  a 
serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters.  Homeowners  can 
help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  them 
and  making  sure  that  houses  are  properly  identified  with  street  numbers. 
Please  contact  the  Forest  Protection  Bureau  to  request  a  brochure  to  assist 
you  in  assessing  fire  safety  around  your  home  and  woodlands. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest 
Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a 
permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are 
required  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with 
snow  where  the  burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:  17,  the  fire 
permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail. 
Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  Forest  Rangers 
have  investigated  numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the  timber 
harvest  and  forest  fire  laws,  and  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure 
compliance.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber 
harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217,  or  for  general  information 
visit  our  website  at  www.dred.state.nh.us. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile 
patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  system  and 
reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments. 
These  factors  are  critical  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires,  keeping 
the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.    Due  to 
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permitting  and  fire  safety  concerns,  please  contact  your  local  fire 
department  BEFORE  using  portable  fire  places  and  vessels,  including 
those  contructed  of  clay,  concrete  or  wire  mesh. 

Please  contact  your  local  fire   department  before  doing  ANY 
outside  burning.
